FACTS B EARI NG ON TIE PRO ill'l 

1. The merger involves the integration of two , roups with 
basically the same degree oi responsibility and authority but with 
charters which are expressed in greatly differing language. 

2. The IAC is purely advisory with its real autucrity based on 
the right to dissent from any action proposed by the DC1 and thereby 
force a resolution of the problem at the NSC level. 

j. The USC IB acts lor and under one NSC and its responsibilities 
and duties are expressed in the dynamic laiigiiage of •' command, " i.e. 

USC IB initiates , form u lates and ca rries out policy, establishes object! v 
requirements and priorities, supervises arrangements with foreign 
governments, considers and m akes recommendations , determines the degree 
oi security protection required, sstauli sues proced, ires , provides for 
the appropriate assignment of jurisdiction, and decisions of USCIB shall 
be binding on all departments and agencies. 

h. The Sec. Def. has dissolved the Joint Intelligence Committee 
(thereby eliminating an important 'place in the s:uf ormerly enjoyed by 
tile Service Intelligence cniofs . 
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l>. 'J.'iic Seivice intelligence chiefs profess to be convinced tnat 
the statements made by General Hull and General Cut. '.ex- at the joint 
lAC/USCIB meeting clearly indicated their desire tnat the new hoard 
should be "authoritative, " 'high level" and directly under the NSC. 

o. Mr. Quarles is reported to aold the belied tnat because national 
policy in the intelligence field lias a bearing on tue axpe:.iditure 
and allocation of funds and the disposition of personnel and resources , 
such national policy should be based oil recommendations developed and 
transmitted to the NSC by the Board. It is also stated that Mr. 

Quarles considers that the BOD is matin; : the largest contribution to 
the total foreign intelligence effort in terms of men , money and 
resources, therefore, its representatives should have a stronger and 
more positive voice in the development of national policy which 
affects such men, money and resources. 

'(. The National Security Act clearly places CIA 'under tne 
direction of the NSC" and assi ais to CIA the duty to advise and make 
recommendations to the NSC. It further provides that CIA will perform 
any other function or duty that the NSC may direct, .sj lax/, tne 
relationship of the CIA and the IX.'I to tue NSC is identical with the 
relationship of the NSC to the President . F or a ll practical purposes, 
the CIA and the PCI are under the direct co mmand of tne President; no 
other Agency o r individ ual in the in tellige nce c oictv.... !:.y has that 
positi on .

On thi 
very problem of the revised NSCID 1. the Joint Staff nave asked fox- 
sufficient time after the final paper is approved by vhe IAC, to 
cieai it with che JCS prxer co i. cs submission to -..it.* NSC* If it 
were decided to make tiie nev. Board truly "authoritavive" and "directly 
responsible" to the NSC, the Pentagon would .rave to revise its staffin' 
system so tiiat all "clearances ' in the Pentagon up to the level of the 
Sec. Del., at least, were finalized prior to USIB action so that a 
vote by the military members would truly reflect the firm position of 
their respective departments and agencies. 

C ONCL USION

4. The revisions to our draft ESC ID 1 proposed by the Pentagon 
would make the Board, as such, directly responsible to the NSC for the 
development of recommendations for 1'iSC consideration and would imply 
that all NSC IDs were to Be based o: i hoard ratiier than DCI I’ecoimaeiidations . 
However, it would retain the DCI's recomrending authority without 
making any distinction as to tne areas in union the DCI would make 
recommendations in his own name in contrast to reconuvnnlat ioi is made 


by the Board and submitted by the DCI as its Chairman. 

5* The language of the new N3CID >3, with respect to USCIB, is 
inconsistent with the basic concepts upon wnich the Killian. Board 
recommendations have been based. 

0. The Pentagon's professed interpretation of the remarks made 
by General Hull and General Cutler at the .joint IAC/ USCIB meeting has 
confused the issue with respect to the intent of the Killian (Hull) 
Board relative to the position of the now USIB versus tnat of the DCI 
and the relationship of both to tne ESC. 

'(. There is no way to uccoraniodate the desires oi the Pentagon, 
as expressed iu their proposed revision of draft NSC ID I with respect 
bo the Board, without downgrading arid confusing bile position of the 
DCI by creating a duality of responsibility to Lie 1ISC in tne field 
of foreign intelligence and submitting ter tue NSC s. ropo sal 'Gnat 
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would 'be inconsistent vita tile basic objectives or me killian hoard 
recommendations which already nave Presidential appro val.
